IN, THE PROPOSED amendment to the code as regards 
non-conforming buildings, we have two beliefs: 

1— That any such ordinance is unconstitutional and 
would not stand up in the courts. 

2 — That a property owner has the right to build an 
addition to his property if he conforms to the code’s set¬ 
back provision as regards the front yard and to the city 
building code construction rules. 

We believe Mayor W. Webster Vannier was wise in his 
urging that this proposed code change be studied further 
before it is voted on. 

The purpose which we believe is elimination of a lot 
of eyesore buildings in the Canyon is laudable, but care 
should be exercised to make certain legitimate home im¬ 


provement is not handicapped or hamstrung. 


INCIDENTALLY, this newspaper believes also that the 
Council, through its representative on the Planning Com¬ 
mission, Councilman Lorance W. Lisle, should pay more 
attention to the Commission. 

Some of its decisions and recommendations haven’t 
been up to par by any means. Aside from Mrs. Wright, we 
do not believe that most of its members pay the necessary 
pre-meeting attention to properties involved in proposed 
changes coming before it.
